Opinion is That Amann Was Sane But 
Perhaps a Type of Degenerate that * 

are Becoming Numerous 



Henry R. Amann has been found 
guilty of murder in the first degree and 
his punishment fixed at fourteen years 
in the penitentiary. The jury which 
tried the case in the circuit court re- 
turned, the verdict at eleven o'clock 
Saturday night; after deliberating for 
five and one half hours. The verdict 
■was Bigned by Foreman 0. G. Hawkins 
of Gumee and the balance of the jury. 

The verdict ca*ne ; as a complete sur- 
prise to Amann, who expected a ver- 
dict of acquittal. The state's attorney 
is satisfied with the verdict and the 
length of the punishment fixed by the 
jury is considered as long as could be 
expected when it is remembered that 
the plea of insanity was so strongly 
brought into the case by the attorneys 
for the defense. 

According to reports from the jury 
room the jurors stood eleven for guilty 
and one for not guilty on the first bal- 
lot One of the jurors according to re- 
port, considered Amann insane from the 
first and made up his mind that he 
should not be convicted of murder be- 
•causeof his mental condition. Many 
who had been close observers during 
the progress of the trial anticipated a 
verdict of disagreement because of the 
position taken by. this juror, who, they 
say, manifested by his questions that 
he believed by Ithe insanity theory ad- 
vanced by Amann'B counsel. 

Amann will be sentenced later in the 
term. His attorneys made the custo- 
mary motion for a new trial and this 
motion will be argued before the sen- 
tence is passed. 

The convicted murderer is not con- 
sidered in the least insane by those who 
have talked with him and those who 
heard his testimony during the advanse 
of the trial. Some, however, consider 
him to be a specimen of absolute men- 
tal depravity. Satisfied and contented 
as long as any one fed and clothed him 
and made him comfortable. He did 
not care how hard Mrs. M. Knobel 
worked at washing and cleaning to earn 
money to support him. although he 
was able to workand support himself. 
Another theory is to the effect that he 
loved the boy, whom he thought was his 
son, so much that he killed him rather 
than be separated, from him. 

FISH BILL 

VETOED BY 

GOVERNOR 

Governor Deneen Tuesday afternoon 
vetoed house bill No. 17, to amend the 
act - relative to the catching of several 
kinds of fish in Lake Michigan. He 
acted on the advice of the attorney gen- 
oral, who held the proposed act is un 
constitutional^ The proposed legislation 
was purelyof a local nature, which the 
state constitution .prohibits in fishing 
legislation. 

This bill is the one which Captain 
Richard Smith of Waukegan originated 
and which was introduced in the house 
by Representative A. K. Stearns. It 
tended to regulate fishing in Lake Mich- 
igan and was one of the widest in scope 
of any fish legislation planned jn Illinois 
for some time. The local fishermen 
will be surprised and disappointed at 
.the governor's veto, but it waB due 
entirely* to the attorney general's opin- 
ion, for previously, Governor Deneen 
had told Captain Smith and others he 
intended signing the bill in question.

PROSECUTE SALOONISTS 

Parents of Antioch Children Indignant at 

Vulgar Cards Circulated 

From the Waukegar* Gazette:— Resir 
dents of Antioch are up in arms against 
the saloon keepers of that place and all 
kinds of threats have been made. It is 
charged that saloonkeepers who have 
their places of business in that village 
have got out business cards with. all 
kinds of lewd verses printed upon the 
back of them. Saloonkeepers are said 
to have done the same thing in other 
parts of the county but the; worst con- 
dition exists at Antioch, it is claimed. 

The worst phase of the matter is said 
to have arisen out of the fact that cards 
have been allowed to get into the hands 
of. children. One teacher at the Anti- 
och school took away nine of these cards 
from her pupils. ' 

The matter has been called to the at- 
tention of the parents of school children 
and they, are indignant to think that 
such cards are being scattered about so 
promiscuously. They.threaten prosecu- 
tion of the saloonkeepers whose names 
appear on the front face of the cards. 
. The condition is one of the most rep- 
rehensible that has been unearthed in 
the county in some time. People point 
to the fact that it would be bad enough 
for those vulgar cards to be circulated 
among grown people but to have them 
scattered among children, corrupting 
their morals and bringing questions into 
their heads that they have no right to 
ask, is more than. the clean minded peo- 
ple of the community care to stand. 

[Editor's Note] —After thoroughly 
investigating the above which appeared 
in the Tuesday's Waukegan Gazette we 
give it as our opinion that- the story is 
somewhat of a pipe dream. Principal 
Hodge of the Antioch school, when in- 
terviewed, stated that the affair has 
never been brought to his attention and 
the school board claim. to be in complete 
ignorance of the matter.

The theory of the accident is that the 
grain board must have struck her in 
Borne way and crushed her, as there is 
enough space between the fence and a 
car for a person to pass.

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The Water Way or Water Power 

Bill Recently Defeated in the 

Legislature

The Sanitary District of Chicago has 
constructed a deep channel . from Chi- 
cago to Lockport, twenty-four feet 
deep — for sewerage purposes— made 
wide and deep enough for a deep water 
way. : \ Its estimated cost was Twenty- 
five Million Dollars. It has cost Sixty 
Million Dollars, and is not yet com- 
pleted;' the District is issuing additional 
bonds this year. 

The Desplaines river connects Lock- 
port with the Illinois river at Utica, a 
Btretch of sixty-three miles and has a 
fall of ninety-eight feet, which with 
fourteen thousand feet of water per 
second passing from Lake Michigan 
through the sanitary channel and . De's-' 
plaines river is capable of developing 



'•vest, it. is not difficult to foresee. 
"what would become of the. proposal 
"for the issuance of Twenty Million 
"Dollars in bonds which has been sug- 
gested by your Honorable Body for 
"submission to the voters." 

The Legislature promptly passed an 
act declaring the Desplaines river a 
navigable stream and granted the 
power to the Governor and Attorney 
General asked for in the message. 
The Governor at once, through spec- 
ial counsel, in * behalf of the State of 
Illinois, brought suit against the Econ- 
omy Light & Power Company to . oust 
the dam and to determine the water 
power rights in the Desplaines river. 
The State of Illinois was defeated in 
the Grundy County Circuit Court, and 
Governor Deneen appealed the case, 
for the State, to the Supreme Court 



about 140,000 horse power. At presejit InOctober(1909> the state Supreme 
only about five thousand cubic f eet^of 
water, per second passes through this 




channel. The Illinois and Michigan 
canal lies along side of and near the 
Desplaines river. All water from the 
Chicago sanitary channel now passes 
down the Desplaines river — the Illi- 
nois and . Michigan canal having been 
closed up since the Chicago Tribune 
and other influences at Springfield in 
1903 brought about this result and 
closed up the "Tadpole"- Ditch. In 
1907 the trustees of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict of Chicago came to Springfield 
and sought legislation to turn over 
the development of water power in 
the Desplaines river to them. The 
Chicago Sanitary District is substan- 
tially Chicago. It was conceded then 
and believed that all water power 
rights in the Desplaines river were 
owned by the State of Illinois. The 
Legislature refused to grant these 
rights to Chicago and' passed a reso- 
lution, submitting to the voters of Illi- 
nois an amendment to the Constitution 
of the State, authorizing a bond issue 



Court decided the case, holding that 
the Desplaines river was not a navig- 
able stream and never had been, and 
that a legislative act could not make 
it' such; and deciding against the 
State at every point, . holding that the 
Btream and its bed and the use of 
the water was subject to. private own- 
ership, and I have a report of the 
Commissioners of the Illinois and 
Michican . Canal, stating that, under 
this decission the State of Illinois is 
the owner of no water power rights 
in the Desplaines river, except at Dam 
No'.

November 6th, 1907, Governor Deneen 
sent a message to the General Assem- 
bly, asking that' authority be granted 
to the Governor and Attorney General

Here is what State's Attorney Dady 
said: , 

Your honor, I wish to dismiss this 
case. The reason is that my principal 
witness, Joe Connor, is no wf - in an in- 
sane asylum and in case he should' ever. _ 
recover his mind, I am afraid his pres-" 
ent situation would prevent me getting 
a conviction. 

He is now in an asylum, ' but*" if he 
recovers he iB sure to be arrested on 
the charge of embezzlement from the" 
E. J. and E. offices in Waukegan. Even.; 
though he were not, his evidence would 
be insufficient now to help me get* 
conviction, hence I wish to drop tho 
case." .

Mrs. ■ Connor died over a year ago 
and the state had Dr. Ogden . arrested 
charging her with having been the .

The sud- 
den failure of mind of Joe Connor, the 
charges of embezzlement, etc, made it 
quite evident for some, time that the- 
case against Dr. Ogden would be drop- 
ped for. without evidence the state had 
little to work upon.

The Water Way or Water 
Power Bill 

(Continued from Page One) 

management of a proper and suitable 
Svaterway from Lake Michigan to the 
Gulf of Mexico* 

This short article does not in any 
way pretend to discuss the large 
amounts of land that will be over- 
flowed, and payments and damages be 
required of the State of Illinois— shift- 
ing that burden from the Chicago San- 
itary District, where it now lies. 

There are now damage suits pend- 
ing to the amount of Three Million 
Dollars against the SanitaJy District 
of Chicago for land overflowed along 
the Illinois river. How much would 
there be against the State of Illinois 
by-adding nine thousand cubic feet of 
water per second through the chan- 
nel, and the State of Illinois assume 
the payment of all damages? 

I suggest that the Twenty Million Dol- 
lars would only commence the work 
and in the end it would cost Forty, 
Fifty or even Seventy-five Million 
Dollars. Neither does this article prei 
sume to discuss the merits, or de- 
merits, or demands for a deep water 
way from Lake Michigan to the Gulf 
of Mexico, and I suggest that it is 
claimed by the Federal authorities that 
the United States Government may 
divert the water from Lake Michigan 
out of the Desplaines river where it 
has been placed artificially into an- 
other channel so that the State of Illi- 
nois would be the owner of all of the 
water power development, but I be- 
lieve it is not claimed that the State 
of Illinois has any such authority. 

McHenry County's portion of this 
bond issue, on present assessments, is 
$144,593.33 simply to start the work. 

I intend before the primaries 
next September to fully explain this 
bill, with other measures pending at 
Springfield, to all of the voters of Mc- 
Henry County on the stump and other- 



wise, and I would respectfully ask 
the voters of McHenry County to post- 
pone their indorsement of such bills 
as the Schmitt Bill, and the political 
interest that is seeking to' .pass it, 
until the subject is thoroughly dis- 
cussed.

About one-half 
of the fall and possible water power 
development is in the Desplains river 
and the other half in the upper Illi- 
nois, between Dresden Heights and, 
Utica. Otherwise, data in foregoing 
article is substantially correct.

If It Could Be Capitalized Its Product 

Would Pay Bigger Dividends 

Than Railroads. 

It Is .'Claimed that the average pro- 
duction of a hen Is 200 eggs per ani 
num. but it is'safe to assume that" the 
actual Is much below this figure, the 
Wall Street .Journal says. Adopting 
the very conservative figure of 120 
eggs per hen per annum, we And on 
the above basis of production there 
are 150.000,000 laying hens In the 
United States responsible for the pro- 
duction of 18,000.000,000 eggs. 

At the farm price of 20 cents per 
dozen the total income derived from 
each hen annually would amount to 
two dollars. Allowing 40 cents for 
maintenance and ten cents for de- 
preciation, which latter would wipe 
out the market value of the hen In 
four years, irrespective of salvage 
when the period of production Is over, 
the net profit per hen per annum 
amounts to $1.50. 

This profit, according to Wall street 
standards, capitalized on a five per 
cent. Income basis, would place a 
nominal value of $30 on each hen. For 
the 150,000,000 hens this would amount 
to the enormous total of $4,500,000,000 

•That the American hen can return 
a yield of five per cent, per annum on 
a capitalization of $4,500,000,000 ap- 
pears nothing short of remarkable, 
but such Is the case. The entire out- 
standing capital obligations of the rail- 
roads of the United StateB in 1907 
were less than four times th!* amount, 
or $1G,082,146,683, while the total paid 
out In Interest and dividends repre- 
sented but 4.05 per cent, of this 
amount v

^PRESIDENT IS AGAIN IN TOUGH WITH 
CIVILIZATION, HOMEWARD BOUND 



Greeted in Historic Egyptian City by His Wife, 
Daughter and Hundreds of Correspondents 
and Friends— Chronological Review of a Re- 
markable. Expedition 



Start um, Egyptian Sudan. — Ex-Prea- 
JflMit Roosevelt is again back In touch 
*fXh civilization and is at this place 
an the guest of the Egyptian and Eng- 
IMj 'governments, being entertained 
mi the governor general's palace by 
Owl Sir Reginald Wlngate. He was 
xml here by Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss 
Sahel and by n host of American and 
SSirbpean correspondents and nuraer- 
nets delegations of political and other 
friends from the United States. In 
.test this historic town is literally 
B3ed with visitors brought here to 
ireet the returning traveler. 

With his arrival at this place, Col. 
JJooscyelt completed one of the most 
actable journeys through the wilder* 
3ass of Africa that has been underta* 
]ten- since the days of Livingstone and 
Stanley. It was a remarkable jour- 
»ay both in number of animals slain 
md preserved as specimens, and be- 
cause of its lack of accidents and 



of the Blue* Nile. The river passer* 
directly through the city, and along 
Its banks, fronted by the barracks of 
the British soldiers, lies a magnificent 
driveway three miles In length. 
British Policy Is Seen. 

Northwest of Khartum Is Omdur- 
man, the city occupied by the Mahdt 
after the death of Gordon and the 
scene of the licentious revelries thai 
occupied the native soldiery up to the 
time that they were confronted and 
overwhelmed by Kitchener. The Brit- 
ish, true to their policy of coloniza- 
tion, have not attempted seriously to 
Interfere with Moslem customs here. 
The ruins of the Khalifa's body guara 
headquarters, the military prison, the 
remnants at the Arab fortifications 
have all been allowed to stand.

Up to the 
present time, neither Col. Roosevelt 
wjt any of his party have shown any 
aymptoms of having contracted any 
of the numerous contagious diseases. 

Gen. Sir Reginald Wlngate pro- 
Tided countless ways for the enter- 
tainment of his distinguished guest. 
Representatives of the many tribes of 
the desert have been gathered here 
into one great encampment, and for 
Col. Roosevelt's entertainment, have 
indulged In every possible form of 
native amusement, giving dances, 
faces, etc. 

The town of Khartum is a mass of 
color. Flags of Egypt, England and 
America are everywhere, and the ex- 
president has probably appreciated 
nothing more than the opportunity of 
visiting this historical spot. 

Khartum is virtually built arouna 
the grave of "Chinese" Gordon. The 
city itself Is a gigantic monument to 
that soldier's deeds and his heroic 
death. In the center of it stands his 
effigy in bronze, mounted on a camel, 
saafng with fixed eyes out toward 
Mm? desert which mocked him during 
the terrible year that he lay there 
waiting for relief. Behind the statue 
•lands the British governor's palace, 
an imposing structure In the Gothic 
atyle, typical of British power and 
.British permanence. 

Name Gordon Everywhere. 
Not far away is the Gordon Memori- 
al college, a school built with funds 
raised by Gen. Kitchener by subscrip- 
tion; throughout Great Britain, In 
which the Sudanese newer generation 
1* trained for service In the govern- 
ment which conquered Its fathers.

Englishmen, Angry Over Amrlcan's 

Corner, Chase Him to Street, 

Where Police Rescue Him. 



Manchester, England.— James A. 
Patten, the Chicago cotton and grain 
speculator, was hooted from the Man- 
cheater exchange Thursday. Subse- 
quently he was followed through the 
streets by a large crowd. Mr. Patten 
was obliged to find refuge from his 
wrathful pursuers In a uuslness 
ofllce. 

Hoots and cat calls followed the exit 
of, the American speculator, who had 
been In tho cotton pit during the fore- 
noon. Bricks and stones were hurled 
at him as he fled Into the street and 
the danger of still further violence 
was averted only when he sought 
refuge in a near-by shop. 

Manchester is the principal cotton 
market of England and most of the 
big cotton cloth mlllB are located 
here. .Public feeling against Patten 
has been very high since tho, recent 
corner In which ho was credited with 
having increased the price of the raw 
material to a figure beyond what it 
had heen since the civil war.

It Is well known that ho and the 
operators with whom he Is associated 
hold a heavy line of cotton and it is 
thought that he came to Manchester 
to seek a ready market for it, in order 
to wipe out practically all of tho avail- 
able supply in New York and cause 
a consequent Increase In the price 
there. , 

Mr. Patten waB indignant over the 
attack on him and said that he could 
conceive of no reason for the humilia- 
tion to which ho had been sub- 
jected

CORPORATION TAX A MENACE 



Counse* for Assailants of Provision 

Predict 8trong Fight Over Its 

Constitutionality. 

Washington. — From the several 
briefs filed Wednesday In the supreme 
court of the United States, in opposi- 
tion to the corporation tax, lawyers 
who have examined them have 'drawn 
the conclusion that one of the prin- 
cipal fights on. the constitutionality of 
that measure Is to be waged over the, 
question of whether It Is nn" Improper 
tax on the power of the states to 
grant franchises. 

The cases Involving the constitu- 
tionality of . the tax come up 'for oral 
argument before court next week. 

Frederick R. Coudert, counsel in 
two of tho cases In which the tax Is 
opposed, features this attack on the 
law He argues at length against the 
so-called infringement by the federal 
government on the rights of states. 

"The power to grant charters." says 
he In his brief, 'Ms one of the oldest 
state powers. It antedates the revolu- 
tion. Taxation with Its logically con- 
comitant potential destruction of this 
power by the general government 
would thus be an attack upon, and 
possibly annihilation of one of the 
greatest nnd oldest or state functions." 

Tn the brief of John G. Johnson and 
Frederick J. Stlraaon. In opposition 
to the. tax In another case, they con- 
clude their argument by this quotation 
from former Chief Justice Marshall: 

"No political dreamer ever was wild 
enough to think of breaking down the 
lines, which separate tho state, and 
of compounding the Amorican peo- 
•ple Into one common mass."

Washington.— The Galllnger bill 
chartering the Rockefeller foundation 
will encounter much opposition not- 
withstanding it haa been favorably re- 
ported by. the senate committee on 
district affaire. 

For ten days it hae been whispered 
about in administration circles that 
Mr. Rockefeller had the bill Introduced 
with the announcement that his vast 
fortune Is to be devoted to philan- 
thropic work for the express purpose 
of creating popular sentiment favor- 
able to himself and the Standard Oil 
Company, and he has been denounced 
for taking this action on the eve of 
the consideration by the supreme 
'court of the suit to dissolve that cor- 
poration. 

Attorney General WIckersham la 
one of Mr. Rockefeller's most severe 
critics. He has mado.no public state- 
ment, but ho Is said to have charac- 
terized Mr. Rockefeller's action as 
"brazen effrontery" and "outrageous 
audacity." 

The matter haB been called to 
President Toft's attention and the 
prediction has been mado that he 
would not sign the bill If passed. So 
far as can be learned, however, he has 
expressed no opinion on which such 
a prediction might be based. 

This opposition to the Galllnger bill, 
originating In the department of 
Justice, whloh has been fighting the 
Standard for four years, has been kept 
under cover until. the publication of a 
letter to the editor of the Waukegan 
(111.) Gazette expressing Mr. Rocke- 
feller's pleasure, at that paper's fa- 
torable mention of the project 

This letter Is pointed to as abso- 
lute confirmation of the charge that 
Mr. Rockefeller Is making a. bid for 
popular applause and Is encouraging 
and stimulating expressions of approv- 
al In the press and pulpit in nil parts 
of the country.

Philadelphia Central Body, Issues Or- 
der Directed Against Brewers, 
Bakers and Printers. 

Philadelphia.— The Central Labor 
uulon of Philadelphia, In a secret 
meeting Sunday, issued a final call to 
all union labor men within the city, 
'■crj^^oro-ordcrcd to Join the genoral 
strike not later than midnight Mon- 
day under penalty of ostracism from 
union labor. 

ThiB move came as a bombshell into 
the camp. It had been believed that 
the Central Labor union, satisfied with 
Its position, would, stand pat and wait 
for the agreement between the Rapid 
IVanBit Company nnd lta employes. 

The call, If generally obeyed, means 
that Philadelphia will begin to feel 
tie real pinch of a general strike 

This move la particularly directed 
against the brewery workers, the 
ihjkers and the printers, three power- 
ful union bodies which up to datehavo 
played the part of spectators in the 
affair. These men stand upon the 
[ground, that they, as merabers^of In- 
ternational bodioB, have no right to 
jo out on a atrlko without the sanction 
jf their governing bodies, which up to 
late, they have not received. 

.it the aame meeting all union men 
^ojsesslng bank accounts were In- 
ducted to withdraw their money from 
10 local banking institutions. The 
'bor leaders hope by this move to 
JHl further Inconvenience the power 
Men is at battle with them. 



Washington.— A. P. Davis, chief eu 
glneer of the reclamation - service, 
gave testimony before .the Balllnger- 
Plnchot investigation Friday strongly 
against Secretary Bollinger. Ho said 
Mr. Bollinger had directed him to go 
slowly about restoring certain power 
slteB on public lands to the publlo do- 
main bo as not to attract publlo at- 
tention. . 

Mr. Davis declared thot In prepar- 
ing lists of lands to be restored by 
Secretary Bollinger he felt thot he 
was acting under mandatory orders 
' ® thG Bec rotn'ry. 
«*aeae lands hod been withdrawn, 
witness said, by Secretary Garfield for 
the conservation of water power sites. 
Mr. Bollinger, according to Davis, 
repeatedly gave verbal orders that 
lands bo withdrawn should be pre- 
pared for restoration, as, their with- 
drawal hod been'in direct violation of 
law and could not bo sustained. No 
written orders, however, were ever 
issued. 

- Mr. Davis told in detail an inter- 
view he had with Mr. Balllnger at 
his hotel In March last, in which he 
criticised the conduct of tho reclama- 
tion service and declared illegal the 
withdrawal of Inreo areas of power 
sites. 

Mr. Pepper brought out the. fact 
that MiC Davie In making his recom- 
mendations for restoration of the land 
withdrawn was acting upon the 
mandatory order of Secretary Bol- 
linger. This mandatory order was 
given orally 'by. Mr. Bollinger. Of. his 
own volition Mr. Davis said he would 
have made no such recommendation. 
This evidence was of especial Im- 
portance because of the fact that Bal- 
llnger In his defense to the president 
stated that ho acted in making these 
restorations upon tho recommendation 
of tho reclamation service. 

Washington. — James R. Garfield, 
former secretary of the Interior, testi- 
fied Thursday before the Balllnger* 
Plnchot investigation committee that 
he did not believe tho $30,000,000 bond 
lssuo, recommended by President Taft 
to congress, was necessary for the 
proper forwarding of irrigation work 
in the west. 

He said this in defense of tho co-op- 
erative agreements he entered Into 
with water users' associations and of 
the "reclamation certificates" he is- 
sued In evidence of work performed 
and which came to be known as "Gar 
field currency."]-" "' 

Mr. Garfield said Attorney General 
WIckersham and President Toft did 
hot have the proper facts before them 
when they reached opinions adverse 
to the legality of the reclamation cer- 
tificates, the use of which was stopped 
by Mr. Balllnger.
